WICKERSHAM ASKS 
DRY REFERENDUM 
BY CONVENTIONS 


Says Matter Should Be 
Referred Back to States 
in Convention Called in 
Off -Presidential Year 
and for Specific Purpose 


EXPLAINS SUMMARY 
AGAINST REPEAL 


Majority Was Satisfied 
Prohibition Had Failed 
But Only One Wanted 
Immediate Vote.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—(?)— 
Out of two years of study with the 
famed Wickersham commission and a 
subsequent 16 months of personal ob-, 
servation, George W. Wickersham 
feels “more strongly than ever” that 
a national referendum on prohibition 
is needed. 
The 73-year-old former chairman of 
President Hoover’s commission has 
dropped the silence that enshrouded 
him during the arduous and often- 
troubled work of the commission. 

In an interview, he spoke today of 
his referendum view—expressed dur- 
ing the commission’s deliberations— 
of the prohibition views of its mem- 
bers, their much-discussed joint dry 
law summary and of the work of the 
commission's entire two-year law en- 
forcement study. 

State Conventions. 

Wickersham feels that the  pro- 
hibition investigation wrongly over- 
shadowed the great volume of the 
commission’s labors but that this 
other work now is advancing in due 
course to fruition in betterment of the 
nation’s handling of crimiuals. 

As to a referendum, he_ expressed 
belief a vote on an amendment to the 
18th amendment through state con- 
ventions would do great good in pro- 
viding a needed crystallization of “the 
sober informed and deliberate opinion 
of the people.” 

He made entirely clear, as he did 
in his portion of the commission's 
prohibition report, that such a means 
of sounding out public opinion should 
be divorced from politics. The state 
conventions elected solely for this 
purpose, he said, should be named in 
an off-presidential year. 

Although he had had 
tunity to poll the wecent views of 
other members of the commission, 
Wickersham said, he knew that sev- 
eral were of similar opinion concern- 
ing the public expression on prohibi- 
ion,

Answers Most Questions. 


He was asked concerning discussion 
of the summary of the commission's 
prohibition report. Opponents of the 
dry law complained widely at the 
time that although a majority of the 
members in their individual reportea 
contended the dry law had missed its 
mark and should be changed in some 
fashion, the conclusion of the entire 
report said: 

“The commission is opposed to re- 
peal of the 18th amendment.” 

Here is his answer: 

“Six of the members felt in vary- 
ing degrees that prohibition was not 
a success in its form at that time. 

“Four of us felt that it was not be- 
ing enforced properly, but that suf- 
ficient opportunity had not been 
given to judge it a failure. 

“One member (Newton D. Baker). 
felt that the whole question should 
be remitted at once to the states. All 
Were opposed to return to the saloon.

Y.M.C.A. ‘Perfect Man’ 
Ends Life With Bullet 


AT FRENCH POLLS 


Socialists and Radical 
Socialists to Dominate 
Chamber; Herriot Seen 
as Next Premier.

PARIS, Monday, May 9.—(UP)— 
The moderate left-wing parties in 
which Edouard Herriot is the out- 
standing leader, climbed to a domi- 
nant position in parliament today as 
a result of the election of a new 
chamber of deputies. 

Premier Andre Tardieu’s support- 
ers, seeking to maintain the present 
right-wing coalition cabinet in power, 
lost heavily. 

With only a few seats still unre- 
ported, the results of balloting on 
May 1 and yesterday gave Herriot’s 
radical-socialist party a total of 156 
seats, an increase of 43. 

‘ Socialists Gain 23 Seats. 

The socialists gained 23 seats for a 
total of 129, and the “left-wing” 
parties as a whole won approximate- 
ly -350 out of the total of 615 who 
will be members of the new chamber. 

The right factions favorable to Tar- 
dieu mustered only about 250, 

The peculiar nature of French po- 
litical parties, which include more 
than a dozen factions in the chamber, 
prohibits exact forecast as to the 
strength which any government com- 
bination can muster on decisive votes, 
but the swing toward the left in the 
election indicated the formation of a 
“left cartel” headed by Herriot and 
with radical-socialists and _ socialists 
as its chief support. 

Herriot, as head of a similar re- 
gime in 1924, had a disastrous career 
as premier, however, and Tardieu has 
indirectly bid for radical-socialist sup- 
port for a cabinet which would in- 
clude most of the right wing factions.

Frustrated in an attempt to take 
his life earlier in the afternoon, the 
young athlete locked himself in the- 
ouse, at 822 Brooklin® street,- forced 
the lock on a trunk where his father’s 
pistol was hidden and fired two shots 
into his breast while his brother, 
James F. Rubley, sought to smash 
down the locked door. 

Young Rubley ate with the family 
a mid-day meal prepared in honor of 
his mother on Mother’s Day and 
seemed to be in good spirits. Shortly 
after the repast his father and moth- 
er, Mr. and Mrs. John F..Rubley, left 
for an auto ride, leaving Hartley and 
his brother and his brother’s wife 
alone in the house. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock, according 
to the brother, Hartley complained of 
feeling ill and left his brother’s sec- 
tion of the house—which is a duplex 
—and went to his room. Fearing an 
attempt at suicide, his brother fol- 
lowed him and forcibly took a heavy 
flat-iron from the athlete’s _ hands. 
Leaving the room to secrete the weap- 
on, he heard the door slam and the 
as turn in the lock. 

Vhile the elder brother was bat- 
tering the door in an effort to enter 
he heard the trunk lock give and a 
few seconds later two shots. Smash- 
ing in the door he rushed in to find 
Hartley lying on the floor. The gun 
was clutched in his hand. Before an 
ambulance of Harry G. Poole could 
take the youth to Grady hospital he 
was dead. 

According to the family, Hartley 
Rubley had been in ill health since

weeks ago, followed by a _ nervous 
breakdown. His brother said that he 
had been carefully watched during 
the last few weeks to prevent sui- 
cide. Young Rubley left no notes to 
explain his act but had placed ath- 
letic certificates and photographs on 
a table in the living room of the 
house. Members of the family in- 
terpreted that action as_ indicating 
that the pictures were to be given 
newspapers. : 

Young Rubley was known as one 
of the most prominent athletes in 
Atlanta in recent years. In addition 
to being a star member of the 1930 
Tech High football team, he was a 
basketball player of note and one of 
the best-known wrestlers in the city. 

Several months ago the Atlanta Y. 
M. C. A. held a contest to select the 
most perfect athlete in Aglanta and 
in a field of 1,000 contestants Hart- 
ley Rubley won first place. Points 
brought out in the “perfect man” con- 
test revealed that he did not smoke 
or drink intoxicants and that he pos- 
sessed the most perfectly developed 
physique of any of the entrants. 

It was late Sunday afternoon when 
Mr. and Mrs. Rubley returned home 
to hear their son had killed himself 
and both were prostrated. A _ phy- 
sician was summoned for Mrs. Rub- 


ey. 

Members of the family said they 
could ascribe no other motive than ill 
health and related actions of the 
youth during recent weeks which 
caused them to fear that he would 
take his life. 

When the ambulance reached 
Grady hospital Rubley was  pro- 
nounced dead and he was carried to 
the Spring Hill funeral home of H. 
M. Patterson & Son, where a coro- 
ner’s inquest will be held this morn- 


ing. Funeral arrangements were not 
complete Sunday night.

The body was found lying on a 
beach that fronts the Ryerson man- 
sion. A pistol from which one bul- 
let had heen fired into the man’s head 
was found nearby. 

Edward L. Ryerson, president of 
the steel corporation and brother of 
the victim, spoke for the family. 

“My brother for some months has 
been suffering from a nervous break- 
down,” he said. “Always of the nerv- 
ous type, overwork broke down his 
resistance. Since last October, al- 
though still chairman of the board, 
he has had practically no ,connection 
with active operation of Joseph T. 
Ryerson & Son.” 

A second brother, Joseph T. Ryer- 
son, treasurer of the corporation, was 
notified at New Haven, Conn., where 
he and his wife had gone last week. 

Mr. Ryerson was one of the lead- 
ing industrialists of Chicago. ee 

Educated at Yale, his scientific 
and industrial training was made 
available to. the government during 
the World War when he supervised 
construction of submarine chasers. 

He also fathered the idea of the 
“Four-Minute” men drive which float- 
ed the Liberty loans. The success of 
the plan won President Wilson’s per- 
sonal commendation. 

Mr. Ryerson was a member of sev- 
eral Chicago clubs. 

The widow and two children, Isa- 
belle Joan,- 12, and Anthony Mitch- 
ell, 9; the two ‘brothers, and his 


mother, Mrs. Edward L. Ryerson, 
survive.

NON-PARTISAN TAX 
IS HOOVER'S HOPE 
OR QUIGK ACTION 


President Stresses Need 
for Speeding Program 
in Dramatic Conference 
at White House.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—(4)—In 
a second dramatic evening confer- 
ence, President Hoover tonight again 
pressed upon republican members of 
the senate appropriations committee 
the need for speed in the taxes-econ- 
omy program. 2 

With Secretary Mills at his elbow, 
Mr. Hoover went over the national 
fiscal situation. He directed particu- 
lar emphasis tonight to the economy 
proposals now in the hands of the 
senate appropriations committee. 

Mr. Mills was the spokesman of the 
meeting. He said: 

“We discussed the best methods of 


assuring co-operation in putting 
through the economy program and 
the revenue bill. The effort has got 
to be to maintain all-around co-op- 


Emphasizes Non-Partisan Plea. 

Both last night’s surprise confer- 
ence, attended by members of the fi- 
nance committee, and tonight’s in- 
cluded only republicans. Mr. Hoover 
first wants a clear understanding 
with the republican chieftains. He 
is emphasizing, however, an attack 
upon the fiscal problem on non-par- 
tisan lines. 

If the compromise revenue bill 
agreed to by the senate finance com: 
mittee is to make the 1933 govern- 
ment budget balance, there must be 
savings of $237,000,000 in economies, 
Mr. Mills said tonight. 

The president is known to have 
been desirous of speeding through the 
omnibus economy measure just’ rid- 
died by the house before the senate 
passes the revenue bill. It was his 
first throught that the senate should 
see how much money it has to raise 
befere acting on the tax legislation. 

Co-operation Need Stressed. 

However, Senator Watson; of In- 
diana, the republican leader, said ‘to- 
night the original program for taking 
up the tax bill first would probably 
be. adhered to. The president has left 
procedure in the hands of the senate. 
He simply wants to emphasize the 
need of co-operation and speed.

Seven Held in Plot 
To Bomb League Body 


LONDON, May 8.—(UP)—An Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from .Har- 
bin tonight said four Koreans were 
arrested on charges of plotting to 
bomb the League of Nations investi- 
gating commission, headed by Lord 
Lytton, of Britain, and including Ma- 
jor General Frank R. McCoy, of the 
United States. 

The dispatch also*said General Ma 
Chan-shan, the Chinese militarist, had 
obtained seven airplanes and was 
threatening to bomb pro-Japanese 
forces at Tsitsihar.

PARIS, May 8.—(#)—The sympa- 
thy of the Russian government for 
France as a result of the assassina- 


tion of President Paul Doumer, was 
extended today to Premier Andre Tar- 
dieu through the Russian ambassador, 
Balerian Dovgolevsky. 

A letter forwarded to M. Tardieu 
said the soviet union had been “deep- 
ly affected by the abominable out- 
rage” and conveyed the condolence of 
the ambassador personally. _ 

“This crime provoked unanimous in- 
dignation,” the letter said, “in the 
U. 8. 8S. R. Iam... the interpreter 
of my government in. assuring. you 
that the tragic death of Paul Doumer 
is deeply felt by the government and 
public opinion in my country.” 

(Paul Gorguiov, the assassin ..of 
greeny, Doumer, is a native of 

ussia. He said he was a Russian 
fascist and a foe of the communists. 
The French police, however, have said 
they had evidence he was a bolshevist 
agent.) 

Moscow Comment. 

Dispatches from Moscow today said 
the newspapers Izvestia and Pravda 
expressed indignation over “A French 
attempt to oe Gorgulov as a s0- 
viet agent.” e papers criticized 
France for harboring “white guard 
bandits.”

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May .8. 
(P)—The United States Steel Corpor- 
ation’s latest wage cut was  con- 
demned at the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church today 
as proof that a “pagan world” exists 
in America. 

Professor Harold E. Luccock, of 
Yale University Divinity school, 
speaking at a memorial service com- 
memorating the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the appointment of Rev. 
Melville B. Cox as the first Method- 
ist foreign missionary, said the Unit- 
ed States should be “converted” be- 
fore additional missionaries were sent 
abroad. . 

“The kind of a pagan world we live 
in is clearly pictured in the movement 
of stock exchange quotations Friday 
of last week,” he declared. “The 
headlines on the front page tell the 
brutal and inhuman story: ‘Steel pay 
cut again. Stocks rise rapidly.’ 

“That is what we call a Christian 
civilization, a civilization which 
imagines that prosperity can be in- 
creased as human misery increases; 
a civilization in which when thousands 
of men, women and children’ are 
pushed closer to the dizzy edge of 
investors send up three 
cheers and press forward to profit 
on human misery.”

LYONS, France, May 9.—(Mon- 
day.) —(#)—Landslides that buried 
two apartment. houses on the outskirts 
of Lyons yesterday, endangered the 
life of former Premier Edouard Her- 
riot and were feared to have killed 

persons who were missing after- 
ward. 

Twelve persons were removed from 
the debris with serious injuries — be- 
fore rescuers were warned away by 
M. Herriot, mayor of Lyons, whe 
jumped to safety only when the last 
rescuer had left the danger zone. 

Cries were heard in the ruins last 
night, however, and despite the dan- 
ger of further slides, rescue workers 
renewed their efforts. At midnight 
they discovered a woman pinned by a 
beam. She said she’ was unhurt and 
stimulants were passed to her. 

The landslides, followed by explo- 
sions and fires, occurred in the mid- 
dle class district of Caliure. The 
first struck the buildings at about 9 
a. m., before many of the residents 
had awakened, and cracked gas mains. 

The fire department responded and 
rescued 12 persons before a second 
and larger slide came down the hill- 
side, Both buildings collapsed un- 
der the strain. . Fire Chief Rossignol 
suffered a broken leg and was dragged 
to safety just in time. 

M. Herriot leaped to the top of 
the ruins when firemen refused to 
obey his request to leave after engi- 
neers had announced that a new col- 
lapse of walls was threatening. 

“Do you wish to be killed?” he 
said. “I insist you get - back.”

Indo-Chinese Storm 


Claims Lives of 500 


HANOI, French Indo-China, May 
8.—(#)—Five hundred . persons were 
killed, including several Europeans, by 
a hurricane which swept in from the 
China sea across the southern tip of 
the state of Annam last Wednesday. 
it was learned today. 

The coastal town of Phanthiet, some 
75 miles east of Saigon, capital of 
French Cochin-China, and the town 
of Bangoy, 30 miles farther along the 
(Coastal railway. appeared to be the 
worst victims of the storm.

COTTON CO-OPS GROW. 

Marketing of the bulk of the 
south’s cotton through a single 
agency is not far distant if the 
growth of the American Cotton Co- 
opérative Association and its sub- 
Sidiaries continues at the rate re- 
corded during the past season, ac- 
cording to a statement issued from 
the headquarters of the association 
in New Orleans. 


More than one-third of all .the 
cotton grown in Louisiana last sum- 
mer was handled through the co- 
operative in that state, more than 
‘doubling last season’s total. Missis- 
sippi also doubled its previous rec- 
‘ord and the Mid-South Association, 
‘covering Arkansas, Missouri and 
Tennessee, tripled the deliveries 
| made during the 1930-31 season. 


| While the total deliveries aggre- | tected nothing wrong. 
gated only about 12 per cent of | 


‘the total crop, the marked increase 
registered leads E. F. Creekmore, 
general manager of the association, 
to predict that “within five years 
at least 50 per cent of the crop 
will be co-operatively marketed.” 


The statement points out that 
monopoly, or near-monopoly, is not 
to be relied upon by the co-opera- 
tives to sustain prices. The chief 
policy to be followed will be one 
which will assure efficient and eco- 
nomical conveyance of cotton from 
the grower to the mill. Vice Presi- 
dent Safford, in charge of sales, 
points out that ‘‘mills prefer to buy 
from thosé who can deliver cotton 
of any quality in any amount at 
any time and place, and whose de- 
liveries will be what they are rep- 
resented to be, no more and no 
less, so that skilled service in sup- 
plying the mills is what we rely 
upon to get our members the high- 
est possible price.”

SINUSITIS IS NOT ANOTHER | 
NAME FOR CATARRH. | 

New Jersey correspondent takes me | 
severely to task for my effort to abol- 
ish the word “catarrh”’ and, as he | 
avers, to substitute a high sounding 
name for the same thing, to wit, | 
sinusitis. ) 

I plead not guilty. It is true I be- | 
lieve we might well abolish “catarrh,” 
for of course there is no such condi- 
tion. To say one has “catarrh” is 
merely to try to aviod confessing you 
don't know what the trouble is. Or if 
you are a healer or a nostrum vendor 
your remedy or treatment is sure to 
suit the sucker if you cah convince 
the sucker he has “catarrh.” 

No doubt a good many persons have 
drifted along for years believing they 
suffered with “catarrh’ when in fact 
they suffered with sinusitis. But in 
the great majority. of cases where pa- 
tients come te me complaining of 
catarrh and permitted a proper ex- 
amination I found they had simple 
chronic rhinitis or hypertrophic rhin- 
itis—simple inflammation of the lin- 
ing of the nose or inflammation with 
permanent thickening of the mucous 
membrane. 

There has been comparatively lit- 
tle about sinusitis in this column, for 
the good reason that I know com- 
paratively little about it. If any phy- 
sician or specialist knows much about 
it he hasnt offered his knowledge tu 
the profession at large. ‘The diagnosis 
and treatment of sinus disease is 
highly unsatisfactory to physician and 
patient alike. We have a lot yet to 
learn about sinusitis. 

Is sinusitis actually more prevalent 
today, or is the present popularity of 
the trouble merely due to more pains- 
taking diagnoses in cases of alleged 
“catarrh,” neuralgia, eye trouble? My 
own impression is that there is an 
actual increase in prevalence, and I 
have an insistent idea that the 
frenzied intra-nasal surgery of 10 or 20

Most 
good nose and throat specialists today 
recognize the wisdom of avoiding sur-, 
gieal interference with the middle 
turbinate in the. nose, because’ the 
frontal, maxillary and _  ethmoidal 
sinuses drain into the nose behind 
that body, and surgery with resultant 
atrophy is likely to lead to chronic 
trouble in these sinuses, 

Then, too, I have a vague and 
wholly unsatisfactory notion that the 
character of our diet may have some- 
thing to do with our tendency to have 
chronic sinus trouble. 

But what is the use of speculating 
about such a problem’? Sinusitis is 
a baffling problem. To begin with 
we have only theoretical conceptions 
of the purpose or function of a sinus 
anyway. here is no. satisfactory ex- 
planation why the Creator placed 
these air-spaces in the bone of the 
skull. 

Here's one consolation: I can as- 
sure our New Jersey correspondent 
that if he has sinusitis he hasn’t ‘‘ca- 
tarrh,” but if he thinks he has “ca- 
tarrh” there's no telling whether it 
may not be sinusitis. . .

Bankers of the world powers gath- 
ered here today for the second an- 
nual meeting Tuesday of the Bank 
for International Settlements, with 
renewal of a $90,000,000 credit to 
Germany in prospect.

Bidding for Slams. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


An analysis of Slams correctly bid 
and safely made discloses that the 
great majority of them are either 
opened with a Forcing bid of two in 
a suit, or a Forcing Takeout after 
partner has opened the bidding. 
There are, of course, exceptions to 
this rule, but the disclosure of honor 
strength and playing-tricks is essen- 
tial to the safe bidding of a Slam. 

A correctly bid Slam was pictured 
in Hand No. 2 in the recent World 
Bridge Olympic, which afforded more 
than 30,000 Bridge players, through- 
out the world, a chance to test their 
skill in comparison with the master 
Bridge players everywhere. This con- 
test was held under the direction of 
the National Bridge Association. 
There was no particular difficulty in 
reaching the Slam contract on Hand 
No. 2, but the peculiarities of dis- 
tribution were such that the ‘Declar- 
er was required to display to the ut- 
most his skill in achieving. in the 
play. the prediction he had made in 
the bidding.

. report, have asked the owners to make it permanent. 

Such a contretemps at this time of the season is unheard of. 
Baseball enthusiasm ordinarly does not flag until July even 
though the club is not going well. But this season seems to be 
one of unusual situations. There is no doubt that many fans 
everywhere in the minor leagues are yawning at the game. 

The majors keep turning out nice crowds. The 

32,000 who saw Brooklyn slide deeper down in the 

league standing by a defeat at the hands of the Cubs, 

is an indication of what interest will do. It is up to the 

owners to create an interesting baseball club. The At- 

lanta owners gambled with their club this season by sev- 
eral unusual moves. They must gamble some more. 

There is no reason why, if attendance falls off at home, that 
the clubs in the Southern association cannot play elsewhere if 
they choose. Permission could be obtained easily enough. Play- 
Ing a game now and then at Cartersville, Buford, Gainesville 
and so on. It may not be such a radical idea as it appears on 
first reading. This is, of course, utterly unnecessary. A win- 
ning ball club will bring them out at home.

“Night Court,” this week’s feature 
at the Fox, is laid on a dramatic 
foundation that has been tried and 
found sound in hundreds of plays and 
pictures, but the superstructure 1s 
new and different.

The wage reduction is ex- 
pected to pare down the company’s 
annual wage bill by at least $30,000,- 
000. The interesting question now is 
whether the industry, for the inde- 
pendents have indicat@d they would 
follow “big steel’s” lead, can main- 
tain present price levels. 

Leading steel executives_pointed to 

their record this year as an indica- 
tion that they could.. While the aver- 
a price of steel scrap declined to 
9.95 per ton on April 29, against

try has nevertheless shown much 
greater co-operation in maintaining 
prices of finished products.

Party Headed by Hayes 


-and Malone Leaves New. 


York Wednesday. 


NEW YORK; May 8.—(/)—The 
American Civil Liberties Union an- 
nounced t@Nght its party of profes- 
sors and lawyers organized to pene- 
trate the Kentucky coal fields to “aid 
in re-establishing civil rights for the 
coal miners,” will leave New York 
Wednesday. 

The delegation will appear before 
Federal Judge A. M. J. Cochran, in 
London, Ky.. the following day to 
seek an order restraining officials 
of Bell and Harlan counties from in- 
terfering with its activities. 


“If that move fails,” the union 
announcement said, “we will call upon 
the governor for the protection of his 
office. But the party will make the 
trip, protected or not.” 

The announcement declared Bell 
and Harlan counties wére in the con- 
trol of big industrial corporations, of 
national scope, which seek to prevent 
the miners from organizing unions. 

“For almost a year,” the statement 
said, “these counties have been the 
scene of mob violence, lawlessness by 
public officials, gunmen rule, shoot- 
ings, deportations, and baseless prose- 
cutions.” 

The avowed purpose of the delega- 
tion. which will be headed by Artlgur 
Garfield. Hays and Dudley Field Ma- 
lone, is’ threefold: “To aid in the 
legal defense of the scores now under 
prosecution in both counties; to help 
the unhindered distribution of relief; 
to aid in restoring the right of the 
miners to hold public meetings and 
organize unions.” 

The trip originally was scheduled 
for April, but was postponed when 
Judge Cochran set May 12 for a 
hearing on the union’s injunction peti- 
tion. f 
Other members of the party will 
include: Professor Broadus Mitchell, 
of Johns Hopkits University; Dr. 
Ernest Sutherland Bates, New York 
author and editor; Robert S. Keeb- 
ler, Memphis attorney; Dr. John Ran- 
dolph Neal, Knoxville attorney; Jesse 
C. Duke, attorney of Virginia and 
Washington, D. C.;: and the Rev. 
Charles ©. Webber, of the Union 
Theological Seminary. 

Grover G. Sales, of Louisville, for- 
mer circuit judge, will act as Ken- 
tucky attorney for the group. Mrs. 
Carol King, of New York, will ae- 
company the party as representative 
of the American section of the Inter- 
national Juridical Association.
